Some other name would have suited 
best, but I must give it as God gave 
it to me. I was appointed to conduct 
services during the Assembly and I 
had been praying for God to give me 
a message. While I was at my work I 
heard as though someone were stand- 
ing by me_ saying, “Blood, blood, 
blood.” I knew that God was giving 
me a message, but I could not under- 
stand. 1 began praying and this is 
what came into my mind: “Innocent 
blood shed for the guilty.” Scriptures 
began coming before me 

We know when God created man 
ard placed him in the garden and 
gave him a help meet, everything was 
pure there, but they did not obey God 
They ate of the forbidden fruit and 
then they saw they were naked. God 
then made coats of skin for them, It 
must have been from a lamb without 
blemish, for we know that everything 
there was pure except Adam and Eve. 
That was the first innocent blood shed 
for the guilty. 

Next we find in Exodus 12th chap- 
ter, that the Lord spoke unto Moses 
and Aaron and said that the congrega- 
tion of Israel should on a certain day 
take a lamb without blemish and kill 
it and take the blood and place it on 
the door posts for the death angel 
would fly over every home that did 
not have the blood on the door post. 
Are you sure you have the blood on 
the door post of your heart? The angel 
might be coming our way tonight. The 
Lord says, When I see the blood, 1 
will pass over you. Oh God, help us 
to be sure about this. That was the 
second innocent blood shed for the 
guilty. ‘ 

Now we come to the third innocent 
blood shed for the guilty. In Heb. 9:1 
we find the first covenant God made. 
There was a tabernacle made, the 
first wherein was the candlestick, the 
table and the shewbread, which is call- 
ed the sanctuary. After the second 
veil, the tabernacle, which is called 
the holiest of all. In the 6th verse we 
find that the priests went always in- 
to the first tabernacle, accomplishing 
the service of God, but into the second 
went the high priest alone once every 
year, not without blood which he of- 
fered for himself and for the errors of 
the people. In the 19th verse we find 
that Moses took the blood of calves 
and of goats, with water, and sprin-, 
kled both the book and all the people. 
We see the people went once every | 
year to get this blood sprinkled up-: 
on them for their sins. Back in the 
1ith verse we find that Christ being 
come as High Priest of good things 
to come by a greater and more perfect 
tabernacle not made with hands, nei- 
ther by the blood of goats and calves, : 
but by His own blood entered in once 
into the holy place. Now are you going 
every day asking God to forgive you 
of your sins? If you are, you are 364 
times worser than those people back 
there, for they just went once a year. 
We plainly see that the blood of bulls 
and of goats could not take away sins 
but year after year they had to go, 
and we find many today who | still 
want to go back to the priest, yet 
they know the veil was rent in the 
midst from the top to the bottom, 
when Jesus bowed His head and said, 
It is finished. So we see the third and 
fourth time that innocent blood was 
shed for the guilty. 

Are you depending on the blood of 
goats, or the blood of Jesus, to cleanse } 
you from sin? In Heb. 10:10 we read, ' 
“By the which will we are sanctified :

Jesus said unto him, “Verily, 
verily I say unto thee, except a man 
be born of water and of the Spirit, he 
cannot enter into the kingdom 
God.”’* Let us understand what the 
word born means. It simply means be- 
ing brought into life, and again means 
another time, or once more. So many 
people have said this to me: “If a man 
is once born of God, he is always God’s 
child.” They seem to think that it 
doesn’t matter how deep in sin he 
goes or how long he stays in sin, just 
so he has one time in life been born 
into God’s family. It is surprising 
how the devil has some people blinded 
to God’s Word, and poor deceived peo 
ple, claiming salvation. I know of 
some in the holiness movement teach- 
ing just such doctrine. Why? Because 
of the need of studying God’s Word. 
The devil has them blindfolded with 
what old Brother So and So says, or 
what old Sister So and So said. Such 
people will come at you with the hu- 
man family as an illustration, saying, 
“Tf a child is born in Mr. Smith’s fam- 
ily, it is Smith’s child. I don’t care 
what that child does, it is still that 
family’s child.” But we find that Je- 
sus says, that which is born of the 
flesh is flesh and that which is born 
of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that 
I said unto thee, ye must be born 
again. A child that is born of the flesh 
is flesh and when it dies it is dead 
flesh; its body is dead to the family 
and can not come back again into that 
family. But that which is borw of the 
Spirit is spirit. 

We find in 1 Peter 1:23, “Being 
born again, not of corruptible seed, 
but of incorruptible, by the Word of 
God.” 1 John 5:1 says, “Whosoever be- 
lieveth that Jesus is the Christ is born 
of God.” A believer is one who loves 
and accepts Jesus as their Redeemer. 
Whosoever shall confess that Jesus is 
the Son of God, God dwelleth in him. 
We cannot say that Jesus is the Christ 
except by the Holy Ghost. When one 
is born of God he knows it and when 
one sins he is no longer a child of 
God’s family. He is then a child of the 
devil, for we can not serve God and 
the devil at the same time. When one 
leaves God’s family, or in other words, 
goes out in sin, he is no longer a child 
of God. 

1 John 3:9 says, “Whosoever is born 
of God doth not commit sin for His 
seed remaineth in him and he cannot 
sin, because he is born of God.”

He 
left father’s house and spetic “1 his 
portion of the good things that father 
gave him, going down in sin until he 
found himself in the hog pen, the very 
depth of sin, but he came back to his 
father’s house, and what did he say? 
He said, “Father I have sinned against 
heaven and before thee, and am no 
more. worthy to be called thy son. 
Make me as one of thy hired ser- 
vants.”” We see how the poor old fa- 
ther took him back home with much 
joy, and restored him back into his 
family. He was once more back in the 
house which he had left. Dear people, 
if we are one of God’s children and 
go out in sin, we are no longer a child 
‘of God, but we can come back, repent 
and be forgiven and restored to Fa- 
ther’s family. ’ 

Understand if one sins he is one cf 
the devil’s children. Dear people, da 
not let the devil deceive you, for no 
sin can enter heaven. If Jesus should 
‘call or come while one is in sin, they 
could not go with Him. I surely want 
to be ready for His coming. Bless His 
dear name! Study God’s Word, don’t 
let anybody make you believe things 
that are not in the Word. There is 
only one way to be sure and that is 
‘to search ‘the Scriptures, study God’s 
Holy Word and make yourself ap- 
proved before God and man, that what 
you do and say might line up with the 
Word of God.
